Jacobus Phi Bergome, of the ſamilie of the Her- 
mites, in his ſupplie of ſupplies of Chronicles, hath as cou. 
ching lone, ſome things not differing from theſe that Aar - 
tine, Platma, and the reſt do write: he ſaith, ſhe trauailed 
with child publiquely, without a Midwife, and in the ſame 
place ſhe dyed miſerably with her child, and buryed there 
without any honor at all, in whoſeplace, ſaith he, Benedict 
the third was choſen.

Jone the woman of Mens climing the pontificall 
ſeate, by her excellencie of manners and learning, leſt it by 
the infamie of her childbirth, and dyed, . e 
Albertus Cranx ius by his iudgement bet wirt true & ſalſe, 
being a graue Hiſtoriographer, and Deane of 24 
bet w int conſenting & ting a Iudge, of all readers his 
monuments worthilic,are much attributed vnto. He in a 
Catalogue of the Prieſts, ſtrictlie dooth note lone in theſe 
words : Iobn Engliſh of Mens was a woman belying her

Rodeginus, a man of infinite reading , whomeit appeareth 
nothing laye hid from, that was conteynedin bookes , of 
whoſe integritie and grauitie in judging, lo muchthe leſſe 
men may doubt. becauſe euery where in his worke he bea- 
retha godlye minde, ſpeaking teuerently of our Sauiour 
| Chriſt, which vertue to him and but a fewe wore Italians, 
eſpecially in this age is common. He in his ſoorth volume 
of Antiquarie lections, numbering learned women na- 
meth oe, what ſaich he? doe not we know that in Chro- 
nicles it is reſolued: that one Enghſh onely from the begin» 
ning of the world alone, in the forme of a man, durſt in · 
ny the ſeat Pontificall of Rome, in the ſhape of a man, 
Yea verilie, and admit one of her familiars, who onely in- 
wardeſt, hit nayle on the head, knew the matter and the 
manner, was admitted vnto the bed and chamber,therfore 
vnto the bed chamber, and then ſhee with childe in the 
ſumme of dignitie and diſdainfulnes,trauailed with child? 
This was done in the yeare ofhealth, eight hundred, fiftic 
three . There is more fidelitie to be attributed to this man, 
yea and an Italian too, his teſt monie, his affirmation more 
this matter, then to all the inficiation, all the deniall of the 
Eſauites. which Paraſites and hierlings will doe any thing 
to demerite the altar, and ſay any thing for their Lorde 
and maiſter. 
The Chronicle of /obn Lucidus begun from the begin · 
ning of the worlde, vnto the yeare of our Lorde 1536. 
produced, And from thence be being dead, it was in · 
creaſed by a certaine Monke vnto the yeare 1575. And 
dedicated vnto a certaine generall (as they call it:) an 
Abbot, dooth preſent verilye /obn Engliſh in the forme of 
the Popes, but not in the number of them: ſaying, fob» 
Engliſh a woman, raigned two yeares , five —— and 
ſoure dayes, ſhee is not put in the Cathalogue of the

In a Germaine Chronicle in written hand, out of ma» 
ny Authors gathered by 7am: of the Kings court (Mon

1456,in Eugemus the fourth it is read, folio 110, Joannes 
von Pens was Pabft. ec. Ibn of Mens was a Pope 
two yeares and five moneths,ſhe was a woman Pope, & c. 

The Chronicle of Martin in Germany reſtored, re- 
teineth the very ſame altogether, which is in the Latine. 
The exemplaric hand writiag that I haue ſeene, is abſolute 
in the yeare 1429, diſtinguiſhed, and lined with titles eue · 
rie where. | 

An other Germaine with greater letters ſet foorth at 
Auguſta inthe yeare 1487, ſaies. John von Pens am

Printed at Dime in the yeare 1486, there you may read

that time a Pope that was a woman, & in the open ſtreets 
of Rome there ſhee laide her yong one. This was ſuch a 
ſhame to the Popes, that they ſhunne to come any more 
that waye . This Chronicle dooth ende in the ouer- 
running of Mens in the yeare 1462. There are many 
Annales of this ſame ſtuffi ig, which I omit to prefer vnto 
you · 

I would alledge more freſn writers, ſome as Melenttbon, 
which is the author of Cbariens Chronicle, Robert Barnus, 
Peter Virete,fobn Functius, (aſper Hedion, of whom is cited 
Aalleelus Tigurinus, of equall age with the counſell of 
Baſil, Peter Paulus Vergerins , ſometimes Biſhop of Iuſts- 
wople ( who ina peculiar libell to himſelſe, painted foorth 
and deſcribed this childe birth) with Jobn Bakr, and a 
whole Iurie of others, but that they ate cenſured for Here= 
—_—_ the C ſauit es and of aduerſe partie to the pontifie 

dignitie, and therefore their teſtimonie in this buſinet 
is both ſuſpect and reiect. Vet one of theſe new writers 
they cannot reiect, Piſt eius Nid mus late an Evangeliſt, 
now a pontifift , whom verilie I doe not thinke, though in 
religion he is a Buskin, or rather a ſhipmans hole, with like 
inconſtancie he will denie a Hiſtorie, and that written by 
him long agoe, and ſet foorth : and methinkes the Eſa- 
wites ſhould aſſent vnto him, being one of their one 
flocke. 

Among the writers of the Abtes and Jeſtes , one 
hath eſcaped mee, The Compiler of the Anonymics, 
that is, without names, in whome this is read. There 
was likewiſe an other falſe Pope , whoſe name and 
yeares are notknowne , for ſhee was 8 woman, 8s the

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Romaines doe confeſſe, and of elegant fame and of great 
ſcience, and in hypocrifie of wonderfull life : ſhe vnder 
retext of a mans habit, lurked, vutill ſhe was choſen to be 
Pope , and in her Popehood conceiued with childe, and 
when ſhe was great, the divell in Conſiſtorie court, pub- 
liquely before them all bewrayed the deede, exclaming 
Papa pater patriim papiſſe pandito partum. Io theſe aboue 
mencioned, and the like, or to the very ſame , their owne 
{ſengrine dooth mention of this Pope, in his Chronicle of 
two Languages, euen in the kingdome of the Eſauites, 
ſer foorth with Grace and priuiledge of the Caſar: ¶ Maie - 
fre, in the __ of the Lorde 1564. whom their familiar
